The index of air pollution was 
about 3-1/2 tim es the normal 
level as the sun rose through 
a dismal haze today.

A 10-day period 
of stagnant air in November 1963 
was blamed for from 170 to 260 
deaths.

The 
inversion occurs frequently in 
the late fall, when warm air 
overrides and imprisons sur­ 
face air.

Fat Girls May Be 
Victims of Prejudice 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass. AP — 
Fat high 
school 
pupils, es­ 
pecially 
girls, 
are 
dis­ 
crim inated against by college 
admissions officials, 
reports 
the Harvard School of Public 
Health. 
The prejudice is shared 
by 
high school teachers who rec­ 
ommend students for college, 
a Harvard report says. 
“ It 
is probably that 
this 
prejudice is entirely 
uncons­ 
cious,” the researchers said 
in a 
report published in the 
New England journal 
of Medi­ 
cine. 
Prof. Jean Mayer and a sen­ 
ior 
research 
assistant in 
nutrition, Helen Canning, felt 
there 
were 
fewer 
obese 
students 
in the prestige col­ 
leges 
than 
in 
public 
high 
schools. 
To check their observations 
they chose a large, middle- 
class suburban high school and 
freshm an 
classes at 
an 
Ivy League school and one of 
the 
Ivy 
League 
“ sister 
schools.” 
They said they found 
the 


obese high school pupils to be 
as well - qualified and just as 
interested in going to college 
as slim students. 
But, they said, there 
were 
twice as many obese girls in the 
high schools 
as in the col­ 
leges. For boys, 
there were 
one-third to one - half 
more 
obese pupils 
in the 
high 
schools. 
Two - thirds more of the slim 
girls went on to college, they 
reported. 
“ I think this is what hap­ 
pens,” Prof. Mayer said. “ An 
admissions officer looks at an 
obese girl applying to college 
during an interview and says to 
herself. “ This girl won't fit 
in at W ellesley.” 


Mayer said he was using Wel­ 
lesley symbolically, 
that 
he 
meant colleges in general. 


The researchers said while 
their study was confined 
to 
high - ranking colleges, they 
believe “ a sim iliar 
type of 
discrimination operates in the 
admission procedures

petitor of the Panama Canal 
but for movement of Colom­ 
bia's coffee and other 
ex­ 
ports, and for small ships going 
to and from South 
America’s 
west coast. 
But the canal is only one a s ­ 
pect of the gigantic plan which 
Colom bian envision as 
a 
producer 
of 
hydroelectric 
power and the industrial, ag ri­ 
cultural and social advance­ 
ment of a big area of northern 
Colombia. 
The plan resem bles somewhat 
a miniature TVA. 
The waterway, with twin locks 
at either end, would be along 
a route from the Gulf of Uraba, 
on the Carribbean Sea just be­ 
low the Panama-Colombia bor­ 
der, southward to a lake formed 
by damming the Atrato River, 
and westward to the 
Pacific 
in the vicinity of Buenaventura. 
Actually, the creation of two 
great lakes is proposed, one

They include the building of 
a ship canal, 260 m iles long, 
between the Atlantic and Pa­ 
cific Oceans, not as a 
com ­ 
petitor of the Panama Canal 
but for movement of Colom­ 
bia’s coffee and other 
ex ­ 
ports, and for small ships going 
to and from South 
Am erica's 
w est coast. 
But the canal Is only one a s ­ 
pect of the gigantic plan which 
Colombians envision as

producer

A BREAK FOR TOURISTS 
Would-be tourists of limited means will get 
a big break starting Saturday, Nov. 26. 
That 
is the effective date of a Civil Aeronautics 
Board decision authorizing 11 nonscheduled or 
supplemental 
airlines to 
enter the 
foreign 
charter-flight 
field. 
Americans 
who 
have 
yearned to visit Europe but could not 
afford 
the air fare will now be able to do so. 
The prospective savings in air fare and re­ 
lated expenses are startling. 
One supple­ 
mental c arrier calculates that it could offer 
a two-week package tour of Europe for $440, 
with all expenses except meals included. The 
lowest economy air fare to Europe and back 
on an international c arrier now stands at $300. 
The CAB»s motives for widening the horizons 
of supplemental airlines were various.

SAXON’S GOODBY 
Five controversial years of public service 
came to a close on Tuesday, Nov. 15, when 
Jam es J. Saxon concluded his term as Comp­ 
tro ller of the Currency. The banking business 
will never be the same again. 
President Johnson has named as Saxon’s suc­ 
cessor William B. Camp, who had been First 
Deputy Comptroller. 
Camp is a Saxon man, 
and his appointment was on Saxon’s recom ­ 
mendation. 
Nevertheless, the feeling in the 
banking community is that Camp will be 
an 
easier man to get along with. 
Saxon, by contrast, shook the cobwebs off 
the banking establishment. 
He chartered 500 
or so new banks, allowed the 4,800 national 
banks to open new branches by the hundreds— 
more than 3,000—and made more than 6,000 
changes in the procedures and rules by which 
banks conduct business. 
Although his office 
was the oldest regulatory agency of govern­ 
ment, 105 years old, it was relatively obscure 
when he was appointed by President Kennedy 
five years ago. 
Not a working banker, Saxon 
had been an attorney with the F irst 
National 
Bank of Chicago. 
Because of Saxon, largely, banks today are 
running travel agencies, selling 
insurance, 
servicing mortgages, running mutual funds, 
and offering factoring services. 
His office is 
now involved in more than 40 lawsuits through­ 
out the country and six antitrust actions. 
In a kind of swan song, Saxon gave his philo­ 
sophy of banking before the American Bankers 
Association on Oct. 24. 
“ We have found no

A woman shopping for oral contraceptives 
gap choose among eight brands, all of which 
contain roughly the same ingredients. 
The 


trouble is that the prescription labels on the 
eight brands are all different, even though each 
was approved by the Food and Drug Adminis­ 
tration. 
After due consideration, the FDA has opted 
for uniformity in labeling. 
An order handed 
down on Nov. 13 required identical directions 
on existing birth control pills and on those 
yet to be approved for sale. Manufacturers of 
the pills have until Sunday, Nov. 27, to file 
papers signifying their intention to conform with 
the order. 
The FDA order will prohibit manufacturers 
from making therapeutic claim s for their pro­ 
ducts. 
All labels will warn lactating women 
against taking oral contraceptives. Moreover, 
they will recommend non-use by women with 
a history of clotting, liver disease, or breast 
or genital cancer. 
In time, the birth control pill may seem crude 
and old-fashioned. 
Pill-swallowing may 
be 
supplanted by once-a-month or once-a-year in­ 
jections. 
Or refinements of the intra-uterine 
“ loop” may win greater favor. 
Even today, 
though, oral contraceptives are given most of 
the credit for the declining U.S. birth rate, 
which is as low now - about 19 births per 
1,000 population - as it was in the depths of 
the Great Depression.

The Missouri State Highway 
Patrol reports that the rise in 
the number of traffic deaths in 
Missouri 
for the first 
ten 
months of this year was attrib­ 
uted to

crease in urban traffic deaths. 
There 
were 261 urban traffic 
deaths 
during the first ten 
months of this year, as com­ 
pared 
to the 223 fatalities in 
1965. 


At 
the same time, the rural 
traffic 
death 
toll was about 
the same 
for the two com­ 
parable periods. The number of 
rural 
deaths during the first 
ten months of this year totaled 
885. This was one more than 
for the same period last year. 
The 
Patrol 
noted 
that all 
but three of its nine troop areas

m ajor segments of the Ameri­ 
can economy to spread the tech­ 
nological revolution to all parts 
of the earth 
could contribute 
enormously to a sounder basis 
for world peace and prosperity. 
An 
American 
"People’s 
C orps’* 
could become 
the 
strongest program yet devised 
for person-to-person interna­ 
tional aid and cooperation. 
A 
"People’s C orps" 
team 
would go into an emerging na­ 
tion 
or 
one 
with a sem i­ 
sophisticated economy 
and 
technology on an invitation from 
the country. 
It would 
make 
available knowledge and 
in­ 
formation that 
would 
im­ 
mediately 
be put to effective 
use. 
The only limitation would be 
on ability to translate imagina­ 
tion into practicality. 
A complete 
collection of all 
written American 
knowledge 
soon 
may be housed 
in a 
single microfilm library 
no 
larger 
than present conven­ 
tional 
libraries. We already 
have machines that 
instantly 
print out in readable size type 
from microfilm negatives. 
In the not-toe-distant future, 
any kind of information could 
be flashed on demand from 
a 
central microfilm library and 
made 
accessible anywhere in 
the world. 
When an agronomist in India 
needs information to save 
a 
wheat crop capable of feeding 
thousands of people, 
we 
can 
provide that information quickly 
and accurately. 


Seven thousand 
school chil­ 
dren in the lovely South Pacivic 
islands comprising 
American 
Samoa receive elem entary edu­ 
cation by means of a General 
Electric educatorial television 
network. 
This strong begin­ 
ning could be expanded into a 
mighty "People’s Corps" tool 
to erase illiteracy in em erg­ 
ing areas. 
IBM 
data processing equip­ 
ment is cutting 
months 
off 
census-taking 
time 
in 
Botswana. 
This 
emerging 
African nation urgently 
needs 
a foolproof shortcut 
to com­ 
plete population and 
related 
information to plan for educa­ 
tion and economic development. 
Other 
IBM computers phe­ 
nomenally 
have 
speeded 
up 
flood control in Guyana; mal­ 
nutrition-destroying food addi­ 
tive development in Guatemala, 
Mexico and the Congo, and irri­ 
gation in Pakistan. 
These are but a few of con­ 
tributions abroad made 
by 
American industry on an

dividual basis.

Dr. Grayson Kirk, president dp

been filled 20 years ago

cause the ingredients were then 
unknown. 
There are methods to 
com­ 
municate faster than 
ever be­ 
fore, to spread truth

and 
civilization m ore 
effectively. 
Data 
storage 
and processing system s today 
not only compile and store in­ 
formation 
but also make

meet human needs,

develop underdeveloped areas 
and inform the 
uninformed? 
If Communism 
does indeed 
thrive on ignorance and m isery, 
then this technology 
properly 
harnessed can become 
a mas­

bulkwark

spread. 
Even more significant is what 
the new technology will mean to 
education. One thing is certain. 
Advanced 
technology depends 
on the educated man to create 
it, to make it work and 
to 
improve it. 
The narrow craftsman trained 
in his "splinter specialty" will 
no longer be able to manage 
things 
in 
a 
technological 
society. Progress in this kind 
of society will depend more on 
education than on all the other 
traditional 
criteria — family, 
social 
position, inheritance, 
and the like. 
Only the properly 
educated 
will be qualified to understand 
and to take the responsibility* 
for decisions in a democratic 
society. 
One 
magnificent by-product 
of the new technology, should, 
therefore, be 
to 
impel 
us 
toward a far better educated, 
and therefore, a stronger demo­ 
cratic society than ever before. 
It will demand 
governmental 
representatives 
able 
to deal 
wisely with the complex prob­ 
lems 
of the new age in such 
areas as space, atomic energy, 
defense, 
regulation 
of 
in­ 
dustry, commerce, labor, and 
the whole world around us. 
An 
educated 
democratic 
society will be less apt to be 
intimidated 
by 
the 
name- 
caller, the 
tub-thumper, 
the 
breast-beater, the 
rum or- 
monger. 
There are and will

to be unfortunate 
and

desirable consequences of acW 
vances in technology. 
People

A BREAK FOR TOURISTS 
Would-be tourists of limited means will get 
a big break starting Saturday, Nov. 26. 
That 
is the effective date of a Civil Aeronautics 
Board decision authorizing ll nonscheduled or 
supplemental 
airlines to 
enter the 
foreign 
charter-flight 
field. 
Americans 
who 
have 
yearned to visit Europe but could not 
afford 
the air fare will now be able to do so. 
The prospective savings in air fare and re­ 
lated expenses are startling. 
One supple­ 
mental carrier calculates that it could offer 
a two-week package tour of Europe for $440, 
with all expenses except meals included. The 
lowest economy air fare to Europe and back 
on an international carrier now stands at $300. 
The CAB’S motives for widening the horizons 
of supplemental airlines were various. 
For 
one thing, the decision exerted indirect pres­ 
sure on American and foreign international car­ 
riers to lower their fares. 
But a desire to 
narrow the tourist dollar gap may have been a 
mare ccftnpelling reason. 
Foreign as well as 
^ jtQurists . are expected to 
ati~ 
: of1?hp lo w - p r ic e d to u r s to b e o f f e r e d 
by the supplementals. 
The dollars they spend 
will stay in this country instead of adding to 
foreign claims on American gold reserves.

SAXON’S GOODBY 
Five controversial years of public service 
came to a close on Tuesday, Nov. 15, when 
James J. Saxon concluded his term as Comp­ 
troller of the Currency. The banding business 
will never be the same again. 
President Johnson has named as Saxon’s suc­ 
cessor William B. Camp, who had been First 
Deputy Comptroller. 
Camp is a Saxon man, 
and his appointment was on Saxon’s recom ­ 
mendation. 
Nevertheless, the feeling in the 
banking community is that Camp will be 
an 
easier man to get along with. 
Saxon, by contrast, shook the cobwebs off 
the banking establishment. 
He chartered 500 
or so new banks, allowed the 4,800 national 
banks to open new branches by the hundreds— 
more than 3,000--and made more than 6,000 
changes in the procedures and rules by which 
banks conduct business. 
Although his office 
was the oldest regulatory agency of govern­ 
ment, 105 years old, it was relatively obscure 
when he was appointed by President Kennedy 
five years ago. 
Not a working banker, Saxon 
had been an attorney with the First 
National 
Bank of Chicago. 
Because of Saxon, largely, banks today are 
running travel agencies, selling 
insurance, 
servicing mortgages, 
running mutual funds, 
and offering factoring services. 
His office is 
now involved in more than 40 lawsuits through­ 
out the country and six antitrust actions. 
In a kind of swan song, Saxon gave his philo­ 
sophy of banking before the American Bankers 
Association on Oct. 24. 
“ We have found no 
considerations of the public welfare,” he said, 
“ which would Justify the outright exclusion of 
banks from the performance of any financial 
function.” Saxon stressed the “ any.”

After due consideration, the FDA has opted 
for uniformity in labeling. 
An order handed 
down on Nov. 13 required identical directions 
on existing birth control pills and on those 
yet to be approved for sale. Manufacturers of 
the pills have until Sunday, Nov. 27, to file 
papers signifying their intention to conform with 
the order. 
The FDA order will prohibit manufacturers 
from making therapeutic claim s for their pro­ 
ducts. 
All labels will warn lactating women 
against taking oral contraceptives. Moreover, 
they will recommend non-use by women with 
a history of clotting, liver disease, or breast 
or genital cancer. 
In tim e, the birth control pill may seem crude 
and old-fashioned. 
Pill-swallowing may 
be 
supplanted by once-a-month or once-a-year in­ 
jections. 
Or refinements of the intra-uterine 
“ loop” may win greater favor. 
Even today, 
though, oral contraceptives are given most of 
the credit for the declining U.S. birth rate, 
which is as low now - about 19 births per 
1,000 population - as it was in the depths of 
the Great Depression.

THE VIGOROUS LIFE 
Team physicians and others interested in sports 
medicine will meet in Las Vegas on Sunday, 
Nov. 27, to consider medical problems at all 
levels of athletic competition. 
The 
meeting 
is in conjunction with the American Medical 
A ssociation’s four-day clinical convention. 
The most dramatic evidence of the hazards 
of sport at the moment is found in the shortage 
of professional football quarterbacks. 
Half a 
dozen have been put out for the season. 
In­ 
asmuch as modern football makes the quarter­ 
back the piston of the team machine, the slogan 
of the defense is quite frankly, “Get the quar­ 
terback.” The New York Giants, incidentally, 
have set some kind of a record with nine knee 
operations so far this season. 
More disturbing than what is happening to the 
pros, however, is what goes on in schools and 
colleges. 
Last year during the early hot days 
of football practice, there were six deaths in 
the United States from heat exhaustion and heat 
stroke. 
These fatalities accounted for nearly 
15 per cent of the total deaths from football in 
1965. 
The continuing argument between prohibition 
of dangerous sports and wide participation in 
all form s of athletics will probably never be 
settled, though the latter attitude seems to pre­ 
vail more and more. John F. Kennedy as p resi­ 
dent-elect probably spoke for his generation in 
the Dec. 26, 1960 issue of Sports Illustrated 
when he wrote: 
“ We do not want our children 
to become a generation of spectators. Rather, 
we want each of them to be a participant in the 
vigorous life.”

Light Bulb Makers at 
Odds With Congress

NEW YORK (AP) — Light 
bulb manufacturers insist their 
product is the most efficient 
they can make. A congressional 
report, however, says simply. 
“Light bulbs burn out too fast.” 
The conflict has existed for a 
long time, but the only thing 
accomplished so far has been to 
define the battle lines. Since 
there is so little appreciation of 
the other's argument, that bat­ 
tle might occur some day. 
The stakes are high. Annual 
sales of light bulbs total one bil­ 
lion. At an average cost of 25 
cents a bulb, that total turns 
into a dollar figure of 250 mil­ 
lion. 
And, since the cost of electric­ 
ity used by a bulb is about six 
or seven times its own cost, you 
reach an astronomical figure of 
$1.5 billion as the annual con­ 
sumer expenditure associated 
with electric light bulbs. 
A 
House subcommittee has 
just 
published a report for 
congressional use in “ a contin­ 
uing evaluation 
of this prob­ 
lem ." 
Its title gives a tipoff; 
“ The short life of the electric 
light bulb." 
The report draws these con­ 
clusions: 
1. Bulb life is shorter now 
than it was a half century ago. 
2. The life of a standard bulb 
can be increased. 
3. Most popularly used bulbs 
do not operate at maximum ef­ 
ficiency. 
4. The life of bulbs could be 
doubled at onlya small increase 
in cost to the consumer. 
Generally 
speaking, 
the 
manufacturers 
dispute these 
findings. 
Both government and busi­ 
ness agree on this: It is impos­ 
sible to have both maximum 
light and maximum life from 
the same bulb. A little le ss light 
means a little longer life. And 
more light means less life. 
The problem is how to reach a 
balance of efficiency between 
light and life and then mix into 
the formula the cost of electrici­ 
ty used. It is disagreement over 
this formula that causes one of 
the big differences of opinion. 
The manufacturers want to 
include in their formula, among 
other things, the fixed costs of 
the lighting system s and fix­ 
tures. The House report argues 
that the cost of the bulb and the 
electric power it uses are the 
only expenditures that should be 
considered. 
Two other factors complicate 
the formula of the efficient 
bulb:

The program is keyed to mu­ 
seums and how they can pay off 
in the fer-reaching benefits of 
stimulating educational growth 
and the immediate benefits of 
producing income for towns and 
cities. 
Frank A. Taylor, director of 
the United States National Mu­ 
seum of the Smithsonian Institu­ 
tion, says the Smithsonian is 
intensifying cooperation with 
more than 5,000 existing mu­ 
seums, and also is engaged in 
training curators and other mu­ 
seum workers.
